B)  Maximum  area  to  be  covered  by  each  extinguisher  to  be  less  than 
3000  Sq.  Ft. 

C)  Maximum  travel  distance  to  an  extinguisher  to  be  less  than  50  Ft. 

2)  Shall  have  hard  wired  smoke  and/or  heat  detectors  installed  with  at  least  1 
operational  battery  operated  smoke  detector  per  floor  occupied  by  children. 

3)  Shall  meet  all  current  state  requirements  for  licensing  including  a  safety 
inspection  by  the  Fire  Chief  or  his  designee  prior  to  license  issue. 

4)  Shall  be  inspected  by  the  Fire  Chief  or  his  designee  every  3  years  in  accor- 
dance with  their  licensing  requirements. 

1 8  Clients  and  above 

1)  Shall  have  a  supervised  alarm  system  capable  of  notifying  the  Kingston 
Fire  Dept.  in  the  event  of  an  alarm  activation  in  accordance  with  N.F.P.A.  101. 

2)  Shall  have  a  safety  inspection  annually. 

The  fee  schedule  for  all  inspections  shall  be  set  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

All  existing  care  facilities  as  defined  in  RSA  170-E  shall  have  1  year  from 
the  date  of  enactment  of  this  ordinance  to  comply  with  its  requirements. 

The  Planning  Board  approves  this  amendment.

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MINUTES  OF  CONTINUED  TOWN  MEETING 
AT  SWASEY  GYMNASIUM,  MARCH  10, 1993 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7  PM  by  the  Moderator,  Electra  L.  Alessio, 
and  all  saluted  the  flag.  She  introduced  the  Selectmen,  Donald  W.  Briggs,  Jr., 
Stamatios  Yiokarinis  and  Jeremy  D.  Russman,  the  Town  Clerk-Tax  Collector, 
Bettie  C.  Oullette,  and  the  Budget  Committee:  Carroll  Wright,  Ellen  Faulconer, 
Mark  Marino,  Henry  Chabot,  James  Rankin,  Norman  Hurley,  Dorothy  Wagner, 
Marilyn  Bartlett  and  William  Eckel.  She  then  specified  an  area  to  her  left  as  the 
non-voting  section. 

The  Moderator  announced  that  a  challenge  was  made  March  9  on  holding 
the  meeting,  and  that  a  motion  to  recess  until  next  week  was  defeated  at  that  time. 
She  explained  the  options  to  the  voters,  and  that  the  challenge  was  made  because 
the  town  reports  were  not  available  the  required  seven  days  prior  to  Town  Meet- 
ing, per  RSA  41:14.  It  was  voted,  on  a  motion  made  by  Dwight  Killam,  to  pro- 
ceed with  the  business  at  hand  and  to  direct  the  representatives  to  place  a  bill 
before  the  Legislature  to  ratify  any  action  taken  tonight. 

The  Moderator  announced  the  results  of  yesterday's  voting  for  Articles  1,5 
and  6.  Unless  otherwise  specified,  all  votes  were  by  voice. 

ARTICLE  2  -  This  article  was  defeated  by  secret  ballot  (YES  75,  NO  1 17, 
VOID  4).  The  original  motion  was  made  by  Neil  R.  Parker  to  authorize  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  two  hundred  twenty  five  thou- 
sand dollars  ($225,000.00).  a  2/3  bond  issue  vote,  for  the  purpose  of  building  a 
Police  Station  on  Tax  Map  Lot  U9-9,  and  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
issue  and  negotiate  such  bonds  and  to  determine  the  rate  of  interest  thereon,  all  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  (RSA  Chapter  33). 
This  was  followed  by  an  amendment  made  by  Neil  R.  Parker  to  omit  "on  Tax 
Map  Lot  U9-9".  This  amendment  was  passed. 

This  was  followed  by  another  amendment  made  by  Colleen  A.  Hammond 
"and  to  further  establish  a  building  Advisory  committee  for  the  purpose  of  deter- 
mining the  location,  building  size  and  ftmctional  requirements,  and  the  exact  costs 
related  to  the  construction  of  the  police  station.  Said  committee  shall  be  com- 
prised of  7  members  with  representatives  fi-om  the  Planning  Board,  Board  of 
Selectmen,  Municipal  Budget  Committee,  the  Police  Dept.  and  3  citizens  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Moderator.  At  this  point  a  motion  to  cut  off  debate,  made  by 
Peter  Southwick,  was  passed.  The  Moderator  ruled  the  amendment  was  defeated, 
on  a  standing  "eye"  vote,  as  the  voice  vote  was  not  clear. 

Another  amendment,  which  was  made  by  Lynne  Merrill  to  delete  "  a  2/3 
bond  issue  vote"  was  ruled  out  of  order  by  the  Moderator.  A  motion  made  by 
Lynne  Merrill  to  table  Article  2  was  also  ruled  out  of  order. 

Since  this  article  was  a  bonding  issue,  the  Moderator  announced  the  polls 
would  be  open  from  7:40  PM  to  8:40  PM  for  the  secret  ballot.  While  the  polling 
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took  place,  the  Moderator  continued  to  take  up  several  articles  until  the  results 
were  obtained.  Then  the  Moderator  continued  with  Article  3. 

ARTICLE  3  -  A  motion  was  made  by  Neil  R.  parker,  and  seconded,  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $225,000.00  to  be  placed  in  the  Police  Station  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  established  at  the  1985  Annual  Town  Meeting  and  name  the  Se- 
lectmen as  agents  of  the  Town  to  expend  all  funds  in  such  capital  Reserve  Fund 
to  carry  out  the  objects  designated  by  the  town. 

An  amendment  was  made  by  Carroll  Wright,  and  seconded,  to  reduce  the 
amount  to  "$25,000.00"  It  was  voted  to  cut  off  debate  on  a  motion  made  by 
David  Moore,  and  the  amendment  was  defeated. 

More  discussion  followed  on  the  main  motion.  A  request  for  a  secret  ballot 
for  this  article  had  been  received  by  the  Moderator.  The  secret  ballot  was  then 
taken,  after  a  motion  to  cut  off  debate,  made  by  David  Conant,  was  passed.  Re- 
sults of  the  secret  ballot  were  YES  1 14  NO  87. 

ARTICLE  4  -  it  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  $2,132,574.00  to  defray 
Town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year.  This  total  amount  was  increased  by  $20,000.00 
above  the  amount  printed  in  the  warrant.  This  $20,000.00  was  added  to  the  High- 
way Department  budget  due  to  the  severe  winter  storms. 

ARTICLE  5  -  Voted  by  written  ballot  Tuesday. 

ARTICLE  6  -  Voted  by  written  ballot  Tuesday. 

ARTICLE  7  -  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  and  Town  Treasurer  to 
borrow  such  sums  of  money  in  anticipation  of  the  collection  of  taxes  for  the 
current  year  and,  to  issue  in  the  name  of  the  Town,  negotiable  notes,  the  aforesaid 
notes  to  be  paid  during  the  current  year  from  taxes  collected  during  the  year. 

ARTICLE  8  -  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Tax  collector  to  allow  a  deduc- 
tion of  1  1/2%  from  Town  Property  Tax  when  payment  is  made  within  30  days  of 
billing. 

ARTICLE  9  -  It  was  voted  to  indemnify  and  save  harmless  for  loss  or  dam- 
age occurring  after  said  vote,  any  person  employed  by  the  Town  and  any  member 
or  officer  of  its  governing  board,  from  personal  financial  loss  and  expense  in- 
cluding reasonable  legal  fees  and  costs,  if  any,  arising  out  of  any  claim,  demand, 
suit  or  judgement  by  reason  of  negligence  or  other  act  resulting  in  accidental 
injury  to  a  person  or  accidental  damage  to  or  destruction  of  property  if  the  indem- 
nified person  at  the  time  of  the  accident  resulting  in  the  injury,  damage  or  de- 
struction was  acting  in  the  scope  of  his  employment  or  office,  as  set  forth  in  RSA 
31:105  Law  of  N.H. 

ARTICLE  10  -  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  board  of  Selectmen  to  apply  for, 
accept  and  expend  without  further  action  by  the  town  Meeting,  money  from  the 
State,  Federal  or  other  governmental  unit  or  a  private  source  which  becomes  avail- 
able during  the  1993  calendar  year  provided  that  such  expenditure  be  made  for 
purposes  for  which  a  Town  Meeting  may  appropriate  money  and  that  such  ex- 
penditure not  require  the  expenditure  of  other  Town  funds.  Further,  that  the  Board 
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of  Selectmen  and  the  Municipal  Budget  committee  hold  a  public  hearing  prior  to 
acceptmg  and  spending  such  money. 

ARTICLE  1 1  -  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $40,000.00 
for  the  purpose  of  constructing  renovations  to  Town  buildings  to  comply  with  the 
Americans  with  Disabilities  Act. 

ARTICLE  12  -  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $30,000.00 
and  to  authorize  the  board  of  Selectmen  to  pay  that  sum  to  the  Public  Service 
company  of  New  Hampshire  to  settle  a  pending  tax  abatement  case  for  1987 
taxes. 

ARTICLE  13  -  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  enter  into 
a  lot  line  adjustment  agreement  with  the  abutters  to  Town  property  between  Church 
Street  and  Greenwood  Pond;  most  particularly  with  Gideon  Lodge  #84.  A  recent 
survey  of  Town  property  showed  the  boundaries  of  said  piece  are  not  clearly 
defined  and  the  title  is  cloudy. 

ARTICLE  14  -  It  was  voted,  as  amended,  to  approve  a  Payment-In-Lieu-Of- 
Taxes  (PILOT)  agreement  with  the  Gideon  Lodge  #84.  As  a  Masonic  Lodge,  and 
part  of  a  charitable  institution,  Gideon  Lodge  may  be  eligible  for  tax  abatement. 

The  Agreement:  Gideon  Lodge  #84  will  lease  a  portion  of  its  property  to  the 
Town  of  Kmgston.  The  portion  to  be  leased  will  be  on  Greenwood  Pond  adjacent 
to  the  town  property.  Gideon  Lodge  #84  further  agrees  to  pay  one  thousand  dol- 
lars ($  1 ,000.00)  annually.  Said  amount  to  be  increased  at  intervals  for  inflation  as 
agreed  to  by  Kingston  Selectmen  and  Gideon  Lodge.  The  Town  of  Kingston  will 
accept  the  above  lease  and  said  dollars  as  Payment-in-Lieu-Of-Taxes. 

ARTICLE  1 5  -  It  was  voted  to  table  this  article  relative  to  not  allowing  any 
"Adult  Bookstore'  within  five  hundred  (500)  feet  of  a  residence  or  within  one 
thousand  (1000)  feet  of  any  school,  kindergarten  or  daycare  withm  the  Town  of 
Kingston.  The  motion  to  table  this  article  was  made  by  Arthur  Schultz.. 

ARTICLE  16  -  It  was  voted  on  a  motion  by  Neil  Parker  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  accept  a  gift  of  land,  #U9-9,  the  lot  to  be  used  for  a  police  station. 

ARTICLE  1 7  -  It  was  voted  to  table  this  article  relative  to  authorizing  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,000.00  to  continue  a 
comprehensive  drug  awareness  program  in  both  Sanborn  Regional  High  School 
and  Daniel  J.  Bakie  School.  The  motion  to  table  this  article  was  made  by  Neil 
Parker. 

ARTICLE  1 8  -  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,000.00  for 
computer  systems  to  be  used  for  Police  Department  statistics  for  accidents  and 
report  writing. 

ARTICLE  19  -  It  was  voted  to  table  this  article  relative  to  raising  and  appro- 
priating the  sum  of  $6,300.00  to  sponsor  a  limited  Regional  Household  Hazard- 
ous Waste  collection  Day.  Said  cost  to  be  reduced  by  any  grants  that  may  be 
available  for  such  a  program.  The  motion  to  table  this  article  was  made  by  Valerie 
Gilbert.

ARTICLE  20  -  It  was  voted  to  table  this  article  relative  to  consolidating  the 
two  reserve  fiinds  now  presently  being  held  by  the  Town  for  the  future  closing  of 
the  Landfill  into  one  Capital  Reserve  Fund  to  be  named  "Landfill  Closure  Fund". 
Present  reserve  fundsare  called  "Town"  account  #29045  and  Landfill  Closing" 
#3 1 549.  Both  accounts  are  in  the  New  Hampshire  First  Savings  and  Loan.  The 
motion  to  table  this  article  was  made  by  Valerie  Gilbert. 

ARTICLE  2 1  -  A  motion  was  made  by  Valerie  Gilbert  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $60,000.00  to  be  placed  in  the  Capital  Reserve  Account  for  future 
Landfill  closure. 

This  was  followed  by  an  amendment  by  Carroll  Wright  to  reduce  the  amount 
of  money  to  $31,064.53.  This  amendment  was  passed. 

A  motion  made  by  David  Mayhew  to  table  this  article  was  defeated,  then, 
upon  returning  to  the  original  motion,  it  was  voted  as  amended  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $31,064.53  to  be  placed  in  the  Capital  Reserve  Account  for 
future  Landfill  closure. 

During  the  discussion  on  this  article,  the  voters  were  informed  of  the  State 
Law  which  permits  a  total  of  10%  to  be  spent  over  the  printed  amount  which  was 
recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee  ($2,327,372  +  10%  $232,737 
==$2,560,109).  Upon  adding  up  the  expenditures  allowed  so  far,  it  was  explained 
that  $130,535  was  left  to  spend  before  voting  on  this  article. 

ARTICLE  22  -  It  was  voted,  as  amended,  to  raise  and  appropriate  $37,500  to 
be  placed  in  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  established  at  Town  Meeting  March  of 
1992  for  replacement  of  a  highway  dump  truck  with  plows  and  sanders  and  to 
name  the  Board  of  Selectman  and  Road  Agent  as  agents  to  expend. 

The  vote  was  taken  after  a  motion  to  cut  off  debate,  made  by  Steven  Smith, 
was  passed. 

At  this  point,  Albert  Brien  made  a  motion  to  reconsider  articles  2  and  3.  The 
Moderator  ruled  this  motion  out  of  order. 

Then,  Albert  Brien  made  a  motion  to  reconsider  article  2.  The  Town  Attor- 
ney pointed  out  that  a  reconsideration  has  to  wait  seven  days.  After  further  dis- 
cussion, it  was  voted  to  cut  off  debate,  on  a  motion  made  by  R.  Bradley  Maxwell. 
Before  the  vote  was  taken,  Mr.  Brien  withdrew  his  motion. 

ARTICLE  23  -  It  was  voted,  as  amended,  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$8,483.37  to  be  placed  in  the  Capital  Reserve  Account  for  future  replacement  of 
the  Ambulance,  said  sum  represents  the  collected  Non-Resident  Ambulance  fees 
for  1992. 

Richard  Gerrish  then  asked  to  take  up  article  36  next,  but  the  Moderator 
ruled  the  articles  should  remain  in  the  same  order. 

ARTICLE  24  -  This  article  was  defeated  relative  to  raising  and  appropriating 
the  sum  of  $30,000.00  to  Lease  Purchase  a  new  Ambulance  and  to  authorize  the 
withdrawal  of  $30,000.00  to  Lease  Purchase  a  new  Ambulance  and  to  authorize 
the  withdrawal  of  $30,000.00  form  the  Ambulance  Capital  Reserve  Fund,  cre- 
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ated  for  that  purpose.  Any  unspent  balance  to  be  returned  to  the  Ambulance  Capital 
Reserve  fund.  This  sum  represents  the  first  of  three  annual  Lease  Purchase  pay- 
ments. 

David  Currie  made  a  motion  to  take  up  article  36  now,  but  it  was  defeated. 

ARTICLE  25  -  A  motion  was  made  by  Edward  Conant,  and  seconded,  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $40,000.00  to  be  placed  in  the  Fire  Department 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  Apparatus  Replacement.  A  motion,  made  by  Charles 
Martin,  to  table  the  article  was  defeated.  This  was  followed  by  an  amendment, 
made  by  Steven  Smith,  to  change  the  amount  to  $20,000.00.  It  was  voted  to  cut 
off  debate  on  a  motion  made  by  David  Mayhew.  Peter  Southwick  withdrew  his 
request  for  a  secret  ballot. 

It  was  then  voted,  as  amended,  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $20,000.00 
to  be  placed  in  the  Fire  Department  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  Apparatus  Replace- 
ment. 

ARTICLE  26  -  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,700.00  for  Workmen's  Compensation  Supplemental  Insurance  for 
the  members  of  the  Kingston  Fire  Department. 

This  was  followed  by  an  amendment  made  by  William  Timmons,  Jr.  to  strike 
out  the  words  "Workmen's  Compensation".  This  amendment  was  passed. 

The  vote  was  then  taken  after  a  motion  to  cut  off  debate,  made  by  Sally 
Cockerline,  was  passed.  It  was  voted,  as  amended,  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $1,700.00  for  Supplemental  Insurance  for  members  of  the  Kingston  Fire 
Department. 

ARTICLE  27  -  It  was  voted  to  permit  the  Trustees  of  the  Nichols  Memorial 
Library  (the  public  library)  to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend  without  further  action 
by  Town  Meeting,  monies  from  the  state,  federal  or  other  governmental  unit  or  a 
private  source  which  becomes  available  during  the  fiscal  year. 

ARTICLE  28  -  It  was  voted  to  permit  the  Trustees  of  the  Nichols  Memorial 
Library  (the  public  library)  to  retain  all  monies  it  receives  from  its  income  gener- 
ating equipment  to  be  used  for  general  repairs  and  upgrading  and  for  the  pur- 
chase of  books,  supplies  and  income  generating  equipment. 

ARTICLE  29  -  It  was  voted  to  table  this  article,  on  a  motion  made  by  Albert 
Brien.  This  was  relative  to  permitting  the  Trustees  of  Nichols  Memorial  Library 
(the  public  library)  to  create  a  trust  fund  and  retain  from  year  to  year,  all  excess 
funds  unexpended  from  salaries  or  operating  or  maintenance  at  the  public  li- 
brary, for  the  purpose  of  the  maintenance  and  care  of  the  library.  It  is  asked  that 
the  trust  fund  created  be  irrevocable. 

ARTICLE  30  -  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $10,000.00 
to  be  added  to  the  Nichols  Memorial  Library  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  fiiture 
library  expansion  as  created  at  the  1990  Town  Meeting. 

ARTICLE  3 1  -  A  motion  was  made  by  Russell  V.  Army,  and  seconded,  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $15,000.00  to  be  added  to  the  Capital  Reserve 
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Fund  established  in  the  1987  Town  Warrant  #46,  for  the  purpose  of  conservation 
land  purchase  and  associated  costs. 

An  amendment,  made  by  Steven  Smith,  to  change  the  amount  to  $10,000.00 
was  passed. 

Then  it  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $  10,000.00  to  be  added 
to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  established  m  the  1987  Town  Warrant  #46.  for  the 
purpose  of  conservation  land  purchase  and  associated  costs. 

ARTICLE  32  -  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  accept  private 
donations  of  land,  interest  in  land  or  money  to  be  deposited  into  the  Conservation 
Fund  KCC  RSA  3  6- A:  5  for  the  purposes  of  acquiring  conservation  land  or  inter- 
est in  land  and  other  costs  associated  therewith  for  permanent  conservation  use. 
Target  properties  are  Kingston  tax  map  designations  R-26-44  and  R- 18-3 1,32. 
Further  that  monies  from  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  conservation  land  pur- 
chase may  be  expended  for  the  above  stated  purpose.  Said  appropriated  or  do- 
nated funds  may  be  expended  by  the  majority  vote  of  the  Kingston  Conservation 
Commission  and  the  Selectmen. 

ARTICLE  33  -  It  was  voted,  on  a  motion  made  by  Vincent  Falls,  to  raise  an 
appropriate  $3000.00  for  the  1993  July  4th  fireworks  display.  The  result  was 
declared  by  the  Moderator  on  a  standing  "eye"  vote. 

ARTICLE  34  -  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1900.00  for 
the  purpose  of  defraying  the  costs  of  the  Sports  Teams  Program  of  the  Recreation 
Commission.. 

ARTICLE  35  -  This  article  was  defeated  relative  to  raising  and  apf)ropriating 
the  sum  of  $750.00  to  assist  the  Greater  Haverhill  Crisis  Pregnancy  Center,  a 
non-profit  organization,  in  providing  services  to  over  2,000  women  and  their 
children  in  this  area. 

ARTICLE  36  -  It  was  voted  to  table  this  article  relative  to  raising  and  appro- 
priating the  sum  of  $1,000.00  for  Cross  Roads  House,  Inc.  to  be  used  for  the 
provision  of  shelter,  food  and  case  management  services  for  residents  of  Kingston 
and  other  towns  in  the  Seacoast  region,  assisting  them  m  identifying  their  needs, 
setting  goals  and  making  referrals  to  the  network  of  services  available  to  the 
community.  The  motion  to  table  this  article  was  made  by  Steven  Smith. 

ARTICLE  37  -  It  was  voted  to  accept  a  gift  of  land  (Tax  Map  #U4-216  and 
U4-217)  from  Grace  E.  Davis. 

ARTICLE  38  -  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  discontinue  that  part  of 
old  Route  125,  a  Class  VI  highway,  as  shown  on  plan  entitled  "Plan  of  Land  in 
Kingston,  New  Hampshire,  owned  by  R  &  C  Realty  Trust",  Prepared  by  :  Charles 
C.  Mastin  Associates,  Haverhill,  MA,  Scale  1"=  88',  dated  April  1976,  recorded 
at  the  Rockingham  County  Registry  of  Deeds  ,as  Plan  D-6 1 1 8  and  further  to 
authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  deed  any  interest  of  the  Town  in  said  land  to 
the  current  owners  for  nominal  consideration. 
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The  Moderator  then  received  permission  to  recognize  Attorney  Richard 
Dudzisz,  who  explained  the  article  on  behalf  of  the  current  owners. 

An  amendment  was  made  by  Jeremy  Russman  to  remove  the  last  phrase 
"and  further  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  added  any  interest  of  the 
town  in  said  land  to  the  current  owners  for  nominal  consideration". 

The  vote  on  the  amendment  was  taken  after  a  motion  to  cut  off  debate,  made 
by  Peter  Southwick,  was  passed.  The  amendment  was  passed. 

Then,  upon  returning  to  the  main  motion,  as  amended,  the  article  was  de- 
feated. The  vote  was  taken  after  a  motion  to  cut  off  debate,  made  by  Steven 
Smith,  was  passed. 

ARTICLE  39  -  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  pursuant  to 
RSA  3  l:95-e,  to  accept  gifts  of  personal  property,  other  than  money,  which  may 
be  offered  to  the  Town  for  any  public  purpose. 

Richard  Gerrish  made  a  motion  to  remove  article  36  fi*om  the  table.  He  ex- 
plained that  he  had  new  information.  This  was  defeated. 

Several  motions  to  adjourn,  as  the  hour  grew  later,  were  defeated. 

ARTICLE  40  -  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  sell  sur- 
plus goods  and  equipment  fi-om  various  departments  at  public  auction  or  by  sealed 
bid. 

ARTICLE  41-  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  sell  tax 
deeded  property,  except  water-front  property,  at  public  auction  or  by  sealed  bid. 

ARTICLE  42  -  This  article,  relative  to  accepting  a  gift  of  land  (Tax  Map 
#U9-9)  from  Ralph  R.  Bake,  said  land  to  be  returned  to  Mr.  Bake  in  two  years  if 
not  utilized  by  the  Town,  was  withdrawn. 

ARTICLE  43  -  David  Currie  addressed  the  citizens  present  regarding  his 
dismay  at  not  having  passed  article  36  about  money  for  the  cross  Roads  House, 
Inc. 

It  was  voted  to  adopt  the  grand  total  of  the  budget  and  all  articles  at 
$2,553,22 1 .90  This  was  an  affirmation  of  the  total  sum  spent  at  Town  Meeting.  It 
was  voted  to  adjourn  at  12  midnight.

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BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

1993  represented  a  year  of  continued  progress  for  the  Town  of  Kingston. 

Construction  of  the  police  station  is  well  underway,  and  it  is  anticipated  that 
the  new  facility  will  be  completed  in  early  Spring. 

Selectmen  have  reviewed  available  alternatives  for  bringing  Kingston's  Town 
Hall  into  compliance  with  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act  and  construction 
of  an  internal  lift  between  the  first  floor  and  basement  area  is  expected  to  begin 
shortly.  Restroom  facilities  will  also  be  renovated  to  include  a  new  bathroom 
which  will  meet  ADA  standards.  These  and  other  modifications  to  the  Town's 
central  facility  are  expected  to  be  completed  prior  to  June  30,  1994,  and  within 
budget. 

After  careful  planning  and  review,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  has  submitted  a 
state  mandated  Preliminary  Landfill  Closure  Plan  to  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
and  are  awaiting  a  response. 

Selectmen  continue  to  target  spending  in  order  to  hold  the  line  on  taxes. 
Despite  this  continuing  effort,  an  increase  in  taxes  was  necessary  in  order  to  off- 
set 1993  Town  and  School  budgets.  Be  assured,  however,  that  Selectmen  will 
continue  to  work  closely  with  the  Budget  Committee  and  department  heads  in  a 
cooperative  effort  to  limit  spending  and  control  operating  expenses. 

The  Board  extends  its  sincere  gratitude  to  the  many  volunteers  who  staff  the 
Town's  Boards,  Committees,  and  Commissions.  Your  enthusiastic  service  to 
Kingston  is  demonstrated  365  days  a  year. 

The  Board  wishes  to  thank  all  Kingston  residents  for  their  continued  support 
and  interest.  Selectmen  are  here  to  serve  you. 

As  we  enter  Kingston's  300th  Year  we  look  forward  to  1994  with  optimism.

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1993  REPORT  OF  TOWN  CLERK-TAX  COLLECTOR 

In  1993  there  was  an  increase  of  $31,098  in  Motor  Vehicle  revenue,  com- 
pared to  an  increase  of  $13,624  in  1992,  a  decrease  of  SI  9,862  in  1991,  a  de- 
crease of  $22,082  in  1990,  an  increase  of  $13,743  in  1989  and  an  increase  of 
$26,955  in  1988.  The  total  vehicles  registered  in  1993  (6991)  shows  an  increase 
of  216  from  1992.  Total  Town  Clerk  receipts  show  and  increase  of  $29,995.94, 
an  increase  over  1992.  Let's  hope  this  trend  continues  for  1994. 

The  following  Vital  Statistics  were  recorded:  37  Births,  49  Marriages  and  28 
Deaths,  indicating  a  decrease  of  1  Birth,  an  increase  of  7  Marriages,  and  a  de- 
crease of  18  Deaths. 

The  Boat  Tax  Revenue  decreased  by  $22 1.56.  The  preprinted  forms  are  mailed 
to  all  Boat  owners,  and  these  may  be  validated  in  Concord  or  at  our  office.  If  you 
come  to  Kingston,  the  Boat  Tax  stays  here  rather  than  going  to  Concord  for  this 
tax  portion. 

Less  dogs  were  licensed  in  1993  -  825  plus  12  groups,  compared  to  872  plus 
13  groups  in  1992;  and  886  and  13  groups  in  1991;  and  774  and  10  groups  in 
1990.  The  total  receipts  decreased  by  $218.00.  In  1994  the  Animal  Control  Of- 
ficer, Robert  Hayes,  will  still  be  looking  for  those  dogs  that  have  never  been 
licensed.  Thanks  to  Mr.  Hayes  for  his  cooperation.  About  135  dogs  are  still  not 
licensed  for  1993.  Check  your  licenses.  There  is  a  SI. 00  per  month  penalty  added 
after  May  31st.  For  1994,  new  fees  were  passed  by  the  Legislature:  Males  and 
Females  are  $9.00;  Neutered  Males  and  Spayed  Females  are  $6.50. 

There  were  67  Voter  Registrations  accepted  at  my  office  during  the  year,  as 
well  as  10  Party  changes  and  1  name  change.  We  do  this  work  in  conjunction 
with  the  Supervisors  of  the  Check  List. 

In  1993  there  was  one  election:  Town  Meeting  March  9. 

There  will  be  three  elections  in  1991  -  Town  Meeting  .March  8th,  State  Pri- 
mary September  13,  and  State  General  Election  November  1 .  Voting  for  the  past 
several  elections  took  place  in  the  Rent  Room  of  the  First  Congregational  Church, 
6  Church  Street.  This  building  is  handicapped  accessible.  The  polls  are  open  from 
10  A.M.  to  8  P.M.  ABSENTEE  BALLOTS  are  available  for  anyone  who  is  physi- 
cally unable  to  come  to  vote,  as  well  as  those  who  are  on  vacation,  working  out  of 
town,  etc.  Call  for  information  (642-31 12j. 

Since  January  1,  1990,  only  the  Motor  Vehicle  Dept.  can  issue  20  day  tem- 
porary plates.  Our  office  can  still  service  everyone  by  issuing  renewal  decals, 
new  passenger  plates  (up  to  8000#),  motorcycle  plates,  trailer  plates,  as  well  as 
transfers.  The  citizens  continue  to  be  very  appreciative  of  these  services,  which 
we  do  as  an  agent  for  the  State  of  N.H. 

We  have  continued  to  keep  the  census  figures  daily  and  as  of  December  31, 

1993,  the  population  was  6427  (an  increase  of  10  since  last  year;.  In  order  to  keep 
this  census  on  a  current  basis,  a  total  of  1260  entries  were  made.  The  Propert}' 
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Tax  Warrant  of  $6,910,957.56  shows  an  increase  of  $1,065,003.57.  As  of  De- 
cember 31st,  86.5%  was  collected  (same  as  last  year),  leaving  a  balance  due  of 
$935,026.70.  Partial  payments  are  accepted  at  any  time.  Also,  prepayments  for 
the  new  year  are  accepted  after  April  1st  of  that  year.  Appreciation  to  all  for 
making  the  tax  payments  promptly,  as  the  Town  needs  this  for  the  daily  opera- 
tion. Many  of  the  balances  in  the  Lien  Process  have  been  reduced  significantly. 
This  year  the  12%  interest  started  on  December  17th,  and  will  continue  until  the 
taxes  go  into  the  Lien  Process.  The  interest  then  moves  to  1 8%  per  annum,  and 
the  owner  has  two  years  to  redeem  the  taxes.  The  economic  situation  improved 
slightly  in  1993. 

We  were  unable  to  get  the  1993  tax  rate  early  because  of  the  Special  School 
Meeting.  Once  the  rate  was  set  by  Concord,  and  it  was  officially  received  in  my 
office,  the  tax  bills  were  processed  and  in  the  mail  in  four  days  (on  November 
15th),  and  they  were  dated  November  16th.  The  1 1/2%  discount  was  in  effect  for 
the  regular  30  day  period. 

My  thanks  and  appreciation  to  all  elected  officials.  Town  employees  and  all 
committee  members,  especially  the  following:  Ann  Sullivan  for  her  splendid  co- 
operation on  all  tax  work;  the  Selectmen  for  their  continued  support.  Treasurer 
Olive  Moriarty  for  her  efficiency  and  cooperation;  Moderator  EUie  Alessio,  as 
well  as  all  ballot  clerks  and  assistants  who  help  me  at  all  elections;  Police  Chief 
Neil  R.  Parker  and  his  Dept.  for  their  many  services;  Building"  Superintendent, 
Alan  Krauss,  for  his  continued  excellent  services;  also,  Jim  Rankin,  Don  Eadie 
and  Maria  Haydock  for  their  continued  professional  advice  on  the  computer.  Many 
thanks  again  to  the  Deputy,  Holly  Ouellette,  for  her  continued  total  dedication  to 
the  Town.  Her  expertise  with  the  computer  system  and  all  the  many  other  office 
talents  are  deeply  appreciated  by  me  as  well  as  all  the  citizens.  Holly  is  also  a 
Notary  Public.  Also,  thanks  to  Eleanor  Childs  for  all  her  very  able  assistance  in 
all  phases  of  the  "hundreds  of  duties." 

As  Vice-Chauman  of  the  300th  Anniversary  Committee,  I  have  been  pleased 
to  serve  as  Souvenir  Chairman,  and  the  sales  are  still  brisk.  Contact  Lynne  Merrill, 
Chairman,  if  you  wish  to  volunteer  on  some  committee  for  this  celebration. 

In  March,  1  will  be  completing  34  years  as  Tax  Collector  and  24  years  as 
Town  Clerk.  The  combined  office  of  Town  Clerk-Tax  Collector  has  now  been  in 
effect  for  six  years.  It  has  proven  to  be  an  efficient  combination.  I  am  a  Notary 
Public  and  Justice  of  the  Peace,  serving  all  departments.  It  is  helpful  to  be  able  to 
get  various  messages  to  you  on  the  Cable  Channel  #5 1 . 

My  sincere  thanks  to  ALL  residents  for  their  continued  support  and  coopera- 
tion.

major  tributaries  as  herein  defined,  or  within  seventy-five  (75)  feet  from  the  shore- 
line of  perennial  brooks  and  streams  located  within  the  River  Corridor  Protection 
disfrict.  Septic  systems  or  septic  system  leaching  fields  shall  be  placed  no  closer, 
than  one  hundred  (100)  feet  to  the  shoreline  of  those  water  bodies  protected  by 
this  ordinance.  Any  fiiel  tanks  must  be  constructed  and  installed  in  a  manner  that 
allows  inspection  to  detect  leaks. 

5.  VEGETATIVE  BUFFER  Where  existing,  a  natural  woodland  buffer  shall 
be  maintained  within  150  feet  of  the  shoreline.  Within  this  natural  woodland 
buffer,  the  following  prohibitions  and  limitations  shall  apply: 

a.  Not  more  than  a  maximum  of  50  percent  of  the  basal  area  of  trees  and 
a  maximum  of  50  percent  of  the  total  number  of  saplings  can  be  removed  in  a  20 
year  period; 

b.  trees,  saplings,  shrubs  and  groundcovers  removed  for  building  con- 
struction, accessary  structures,  septic  systems,  roadways,  pathways  and  parking 
areas  are  excluded  when  computing  percentage  limits; 

c.  dead,  diseased,  unsafe,  noxious  or  fallen  trees  may  be  removed,  their 
removal  shall  not  be  used  in  computing  the  percentage  limits; 

d.  stumps  and  their  root  systems  located  W4thin  50  feet  of  the  shoreline 
should  be  left  intact; 

e.  replacement  planting  with  native  or  naturalized  species  may  be  per- 
mitted to  maintain  the  50  percent  level; 

f  dead  and  living  trees  that  provide  dens  and  nesting  places  for  wildlife 
are  encouraged  to  be  preserved,  planting  efforts  that  are  beneficial  to  wildlife  are 
also  encouraged. 

In  addition  to  maintaining  the  required  buffer,  a  ten  (10)  foot  wide  area  of 
ground  cover  (composed  of  bark  mulch,  crushed  stone,  shrubbery  or  other  suit- 
able material)  shall  be  placed  to  the  shore-side  of  any  structure  or  paved  area  to 
prevent  erosion  and  provide  sediment  control  and  protection  from  other  potential 
pollution  sources  from  leaving  the  site  by  way  of  surface  water  runoff.

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  section  to  establish  reasonable  and  uniform  regu- 
lations to  prevent  the  concentration  of  sexually  oriented  businesses  within  the 
Town  of  Kingston;  and,  it  is  the  intent  to  promote  the  health,  safety  and  general 
welfare  of  the  citizens  of  Kingston;  and  it  is  the  intent  of  this  section  that  these 
provisions  be  utilized  to  prevent  the  problems  of  blight  and  deterioration  which 
typically  accompany  and  are  brought  about  by  the  concentration  of  sexually  ori- 
ented businesses;  and,  the  provisions  of  this  section  have  neither  the  purpose  nor 
the  effect  of  imposing  limitations  or  restrictions  on  the  content  of  any  communi- 
cative materials,  including  sexually  oriented  materials;  and,  it  is  not  the  intent  nor 
the  effect  of  this  section  to  restrict  or  deny  access  by  adults  to  sexually  oriented 
materials  protected  by  the  first  Amendment,  or  to  deny  access  by  the  distributors 
and  exhibitors  of  sexually  oriented  entertainment  to  their  mtended  market;  and, 
neither  is  it  the  intent  nor  effect  of  this  section  to  condone  or  legitimize  the  distri- 
bution of  obscene  material. 

2.  Adult  Uses  Defined 

The  term  adult  use  shall  mean  and  include  the  following:  any  business 
where  more  than  25%  of  the  gross  revenues,  25%  or  more  of  the  stock  and  trade, 
or  25%)  or  more  of  the  goods  or  paraphernalia  displayed  are  of  a  sexually  oriented 
or  sexually  explicit  nature.  Such  goods  and  paraphernalia  include,  but  are  not 
limited  to  sexually  explicit  books,  videos,  movies,  devices,  computer  software, 
and  marital  aids.  Examples  of  adult  uses  include,  but  are  not  limited  to,  theatres 
or  mini-motion  picture  displays  where  sexually  explicit  films  or  videos  are  shown, 
modelling  studios,  massage  parlors,  escort  agencies  or  sexual  encounter  centers. 

3.  Where  Allowed 

Adult  uses  shall  be  allowed  in  the  Rural  Residential  Zone  only,  provided 
that  the  following  locational  standards  and  site  appearance  criteria  are  complied 
with: 

A.  No  structure  containing  an  adult  use  shall  be  allowed  within  1,000 
feet  of  the  property  line  of  a  church,  cemetery,  school,  day  care  center,  or  within 
500  feet  of  a  residential  structure. 

B.  No  sexually  explicit  material  or  advertising  shall  be  visible  from  out- 
side the  building. 

C.  No  private  viewing  rooms  or  booths  shall  be  constructed 
unless  one  side  is  always  open  to  a  public  central  area. 

D.  No  one  under  the  age  of  1 8  shall  be  permitted  inside  such  a 
use  and  a  procedure  shall  be  developed  to  keep  those  under  18  from 
entering  the  building. 

4.  Resfrictions  on  Other  Retail  Uses 
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For  those  retail  uses  permitted  by  right  in  the  Rural  Residential  zone 
which  sell  sexually  explicit  goods  and  paraphernalia  but  do  not  meet  the  25% 
thresholds  outlined  in  Section  2,  such  goods  and  paraphernalia  shall  be  located 
either  behind  a  counter,  or  in  a  separate  room  or  enclosure  where  citizens  under 
the  age  of  1 8  are  not  allowed  to  enter.  Such  sexually  explicit  goods  and  parapher- 
nalia must  be  located  so  that  the  materials  in  question  are  not  within  view  of 
minors  or  readily  visible  to  children.

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KINGSTON  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Kingston  Fire  Department  has  had  a  quiet  year  in  1993.  The  call  volume 
was  ahnost  unchanged  from  1992,  but  the  severity  of  the  calls  was  greatly  re- 
duced. Although  the  statistics  for  fatal  and  near  fatal  accidents  on  route  125  re- 
mains excessive,  the  damage  and  loss  from  fire  has  decreased  greatly  this  year. 

Kingston  took  delivery  of  a  new  fire  engme  in  January  of  1993.  The  truck 
was  built  by  3D  Manufacturing,  Inc.,  of  Shawano,  Wisconsin.  This  new  appara- 
tus replaced  a  20  -year-  old  engine  and  is  housed  in  the  Hunt  Road  Fire  Station. 
The  Fire  Apparatus  Committee,  Fire  Wards,  and  Selectmen  should  be  commended 
for  their  efforts  in  the  purchase  of  this  truck.  The  Kingston  Volunteer  Firemens' 
Association,  with  help  from  many  local  families,  businesses,  and  Selectmen,  pur- 
chased a  heart  monitor/defibrillator  for  the  Fire  Department.  This  piece  of  equip- 
ment is  ab"eady  playing  a  role  in  our  efforts  on  the  ambulance. 

With  the  economy  slowly  turning  around,  the  Fire  Department  once  again 
finds  its  numbers  dwindling.  The  commitment  from  the  remaining  group  of  per- 
sonnel is  sensational.  There  has  been  a  20  percent  reduction  in  work  force  and  no 
change  in  the  number  of  calls  we  answered.  The  Federal  Government,  the  Town's 
insurance  company,  and  Selectmen  have  also  increased  their  request  for  docu- 
mentation and  training.  Add  these  requests  to  the  never  ending  changes  in  Emer- 
gency Medicine  and  fire  ground  tactics,  you  can  only  begin  to  see  the  commit- 
ment put  forth  by  our  members.  Many  more  times  than  most  people  can  realize, 
our  members  have  sacrificed  their  own  time  and  money  to  help  or  learn  for  their 
community.  Countless  times,  as  a  group,  we  have  been  called  out  of  bed,  away 
from  the  dinner  table,  out  of  work,  and  away  from  a  family  gathering,  to  respond 
to  problems  and  then  asked  to  handle  the  situation  with  immediate  professional 
care.  As  a  community,  we  have  asked  these  same  people  to  spend  hours  upon 
hours  of  time  in  school,  performing  maintenance  and  in  meetings,  all  for  no  pay. 
Sooner  or  later,  we  ask  these  same  people  to  respond  to  a  friend  or  neighbor  to 
care  for  someone  they  know.  All  of  these  people  deserve  our  appreciation  and 
gratitude  for  the  work  they  are  doing  and  devotion  to  our  community.  I  would 
like  to  personally  thank  each  and  every  member  and  their  families  for  their  as- 
tounding cooperation  in  providing  the  Kingston  Fire  Department  with  countless 
hours  and  dedication  needed  for  a  sfrong  Fire  Department.

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REPORT  OF  NICHOLS  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 

Nineteen  ninety  three  has  been  a  year  for  many  staff  changes.  Kathleen  Morse, 
Assistant  Librarian  since  1986,  resigned  her  position  effective  in  May.  Eleanor 
Kelley,  Library  Technician,  was  promoted  to  this  position.  Julie  Wojtkowski, 
Childrens  Librarian,  resigned  in  March  to  take  a  teachmg  position  at  the  Kingston 
Childrens  Center.  Suzanne  Maloof  was  hired  in  April  as  new  Childrens  Librar- 
ian. 

The  library  purchased  589  new  books,  65  were  donated,  440  were  lost  or 
withdrawn,  bringing  the  total  number  of  volumes  to  16,627.  57  audio  cassettes 
were  added,  of  which  21  were  gifts,  and  54  videos  were  purchased,  and  14  were 
donated.  The  number  of  registered  borrowers  reached  3 .003 .  The  number  of  books 
and  borrowers  keep  increasing  every  year,  but  the  size  of  the  library  stays  the 
same.  Although  we  selectively  weed  the  collection  and  use  window  sills  as  book 
shelves,  we  can  not  continue  to  store  all  of  these  books.  The  town  must  surely 
support  an  addition  or  a  new  library. 

We  are  saddened  to  report  that  Doris  Stratton  died  this  year.  She  was  the 
Assistant  Librarian  from  1970-1986. 

Larry  Rich  donated  a  computer  and  printer,  to  replace  the  antiquated  TRS- 
80.  This  can  be  used  for  the  library  as  well  as  for  the  public. 

We  want  to  express  our  thanks  to  Gordon  Bakie,  Joyce  Davies,  Jim  Dwyer, 
Danielle  Genovese,  GFWC  Kingston  Junior  Women's  Club,  Marilyn  Moran, 
Cindy  Lewandowski,  Davia  &  Nicholas  Moore,  Northland  Forest  Products,  Sa- 
rah Oppenheimer,  Arthur  Reynolds,  Tom  Scheffler,  Vernon  Soehner,  Diane 
Vaillant,  Dorothy  Wagner,  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Carroll  Wright.

REPORT  OF  THE  BUILDING  INSPECTOR 

In  1993,  the  Town  of  Kingston  issued  a  total  of  154  Building  Permits,  an 
increase  of  23  from  1992.  Of  these  permits,  24  were  for  new  single  family  homes, 
an  increase  of  12  from  1992. 

The  largest  commercial  project  in  Town  for  1993  was  the  construction  of  the 
new  Mobile  Gas  Station  on  Route  125;  this  should  be  completed  in  early  1994. 

Of  most  interest  to  the  Townspeople,  of  course,  is  the  ongoing  construction 
of  the  new  Police  station  at  Rt.  Ill  and  Main  St.  This  proposal  was  approved  at 
the  1993  Town  Meeting  and  the  project  should  be  completed  by  late  spring. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  slight  increase  in  building  in  1993  as  compared  to  1992 
may  be  indicative  of  improving  economic  times  in  our  area  which  has  been  so 
impacted  by  recent  recessionary  times.

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KINGSTON  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  New  Hampshire  Land  Conservation  Investment  Program  has  come  to  an 
end,  but  several  hundred  acres  along  the  Powwow  River  system  have  been  either 
placed  under  permanent  conservation  easement,  or  purchased  by  the  Town  under 
this  program.  Many  volunteers  will  be  needed  to  monitor  the  condition  of  these 
lands,  and  also  to  ready  the  properties  for  use  by  making  and  placing  signs,  main- 
taining trails,  etc.  We  will  also  be  developing  educational  programs  in  conjunc- 
tion with  our  schools  for  environmental  studies  on  these  properties.  Members 
Diane  Eadie  and  Barry  Phillips  are  reviewing  several  small  pieces  of  property 
which  were  considered  for  the  LCIP  but  were  not  finalized  before  the  program 
end.  Acquisition  by  the  Town  is  being  considered  with  funds  remaining  in  the 
Land  Acquisition  fund. 

Many  thanks  again  to  Warren  Whitcomb  and  the  many  Kingston  citizens 
and  businesses  that  made  "E.T.'s  Landing"  a  reality.  This  past  season  a  general 
clean-up  was  accomplished,  as  well  as  work  on  a  parking  area  and  trail  unprove- 
ments.  We  expect  to  officially  open  this  park  for  use  this  summer. 

A  substantial  effort  has  been  made  to  re-evaluate  all  93  wetland  systems  in 
Kingston  according  to  the  New  Hampshire  Prime  Wetlands  Program.  This  in- 
volves both  on-site  evaluation  and  detailed  written  descriptions  by  two  dozen 
trained  volunteers.  Unfortunately,  we  have  lost  the  able  services  of  both  KCC 
members  who  managed  this  project,  Anne  Vamey  and  Andy  Onufer.  We  will  be 
reorganizing  the  volunteers  and  hope  to  complete  the  project  this  summer. 

Thanks  to  another  group  of  volunteers  who  have  been  sampling  Kmgston 
Lake  waters  for  water  quality  analysis  in  the  labs  of  the  NHS  Biologist.  This  has 
been  a  cooperative  effort  between  the  Town  and  the  State  for  the  past  3  years  to 
accumulate  data  on  water  quality  degradation,  which  will  hopefully  qualify  the 
lake  for  participation  in  a  much  more  detailed  evaluation  program  provided  through 
a  Federal  project.  The  program  is  being  coordinated  by  KCC  members  Dave 
Ingalls  and  Plaul  Blais.  A  project  report  will  be  given  to  the  Town  from  the  NHS 
Biologist,  recommending  further  specific  testing  necessary  to  identify  contami- 
nation sources. 

Members  Russ  Army  and  Renee  Phaneuf  are  coordinating  ongoing  projects 
with  the  Scouts  of  Kingston.  The  most  recent  activity  is  development  of  a  nature 
trail  behind  Bakie  School.  This  is  being  accomplished  through  a  grant  from  the 
NHS  Fish  and  Game  Dept.  with  matching  funds  from  our  Conservation  Fund. 
We  look  forward  to  its  completion  by  this  coming  Fall. 

Plans  for  the  coming  year  include  a  Forest  Management  Plan  for  the  Hunt 
Road  Town  Forest,  which  will  include  creation  of  recreational  trails.  Also  in  the 
planning  stage  is  a  canoe  rest  stop  system  on  various  LCIP  properties  along  the 
Powwow  River.  Finally,  the  KCC  will  be  updating  an  inventory  of  Town  owned 
properties,  identifying  current  and  potential  uses.  We  welcome  citizen  volunteers 
for  any  of  our  projects,  and  again  thank  the  many  faithful  citizens  who  have  made 
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our  past  programs  happen. 

We  especially  wish  to  thank  our  retiring  chairman,  Russ  Army,  for  his  years 
of  service  on  this  commission.

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KINGSTON  SOLID  WASTE  TASK  FORCE 


The  fifth  year  of  the  Kingston  Solid  Waste  Task  force  has  brought  the  work 
of  previous  years  of  effort  both  in  education  and  investigation  to  one  of  the  most 
aggressive  curbside  recycling  programs  in  this  area.  The  implementation  of  this 
program  in  February  1 993  has  more  than  doubled  the  volume  of  all  recyclable 
categories  increasing  Kingston's  recycling  to  65%. 

The  Task  Force  has  also  kept  abreast  of  the  continuing  managed  use  of  the 
use  of  the  landfill  with  an  eye  to  ground  water  monitoring  as  well  as  the  changing 
state  guidelines  and  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency's  changing  mandates. 

This  year  a  preliminary  land  fill  closure  plan  was  submitted  to  the  State  De- 
partment of  Environmental  Services.  As  of  the  year  end,  the  State  has  not  re- 
sponded with  it's  evaluation  or  recommendations,  however  we  continue  to  evaluate 
and  improve  the  long  and  short  term  solutions  to  the  closure  of  the  landfill. 

We  coordinated  the  expansion  of  the  household  hazardous  waste  collection. 
This  collection  is  now  an  annual  occurrence  with  five  participating  towns.  We 
expanded  the  menu  of  items  collected,  were  appreciably  under  budget,  and  re- 
ceived State  grant  funding. 

At  the  Town  landfill  we  continue  to  collect  corrugated  cardboard  and  re- 
ceived State  matching  funding  to  erect  a  large  shed  for  this  purpose.  Due  to  our 
success  with  the  furniture  swap  and  the  paint  swap  this  is  now  an  annual  event. 

With  the  goals  of  the  Task  Force  in  mind  we  will  continue  to  work  with  the 
Selectmen  to  make  long  and  short  term  plans  for  expanded  participation  of 
Kingston's  recycling  programs  both  in  our  local  schools  and  in  the  community. 
We  are  also  studying  the  avenues  of  solid  waste  disposal  to  ensure  the  best  infor- 
mation to  enable  the  Selectmen  and  the  townspeople  to  implement  the  most  ef- 
fective and  cost  contained  closure  plan  for  our  landfill.

KINGSTON  PLANNING  BOARD 

Kingston  continues  to  be  affected  by  the  poor  economic  climate  suffered  by 
the  rest  of  New  Hampshire,  and  much  of  the  Northeast.  However,  pockets  of 
activity  have  kept  the  Planning  Board  busy  in  1 993 .  Applications  for  large  scale 
subdivisions  and  sprawling  commercial  developments  have  been  replaced  by  more 
targeted,  cost-effective  plans  that  suit  the  times  we  live  in.  During  1993  the  Board 
held  19  public  hearings  on  formal  applications  for  15  commercial  site  plans,  1 
industrial  site  plan,  6  residential  subdivisions,  1  gravel  pit  permit,  and  7  "invis- 
ible" in-home  businesses.  In  addition,  the  Board  conducted  numerous  informal 
discussions  at  its  Public  Hearings  and  work  sessions  with  residents  and  potential 
applicants  seeking  guidance  from  the  Board. 

A  significant  achievement  this  year  was  the  adoption,  by  the  Board,  of  U.S. 
Geological  Survey  (USGS)  maps  for  defining  Kingston's  Aquifer  Protection  Dis- 
trict boundaries.  The  USGS  maps  are  the  result  of  many  years  of  work  to  better 
delineate  the  underground  water  producing  areas  in  New  Hampshire.  The  maps 
show  Kingston  as  having  significant  aquifer  deposits  that  need  protection  if  we 
are  to  preserve  the  quality  of  the  water  drawn  from  them.  We  now  have  a  much 
better  understanding  of  where  the  aquifer  boundaries  lie  and,  thus,  can  make 
better  judgements  about  land  use  proposals  that  come  before  us.  The  protection 
of  such  a  precious  resource  cannot  be  taken  lightly. 

The  Planning  Board,  like  many  Town  departments,  is  staffed  by  residents 
who  volunteer  their  time  to  serve  the  community.  Again,  this  year,  we  are  fortu- 
nate to  have  had  the  services  of  a  part-time  professional  planner  to  assist  the 
Board  in  its  duties.  Mr.  Glenn  Greenwood  is  the  Circuit  Rider  Planner  whose 
services  we  contract  from  the  Rockingham  Planning  Commission.  He  continues 
to  be  an  invaluable  resource  to  the  Board  in  that  he  reviews  all  incoming  plans 
and  applications,  holds  office  hours  in  the  Town  Hall  so  that  the  public  has  regu- 
lar access  to  the  Board,  attends  all  Planning  Board  meetings  for  guidance  and 
support,  and  is  the  primary  liaison  to  other  Departments  on  behalf  of  the  Planning 
Board.  Glenn  is  also  active  in  the  on-going  update  of  the  Kingston  Master  Plan 
and  Capital  Improvements  Program. 

We  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  the  other  town  departments  for  their  coopera- 
tion and  assistance  in  helping  the  Planning  Board  accomplish  its  goals.  A  special 
"thank  you"  goes  to  the  Planning  Board  members  who  give  freely  of  their  time, 
energy,  and  ideas  in  service  to  the  Town;  and  to  those  Kingston  residents  who 
take  the  time  to  attend  meetings  and  participate  in  the  planning  process.  Thank 
you  all  for  your  support.
